Whatley said, ‘‘I knew I was gonna 
be in there with a tough guy. He is 
a top five contender for the NWA 
World championship, and that was 
something I wasn’t gonna take too 
lightly. Besides being a big, power- 
ful man, Valentine had wrestled a 


better caliber of opponent than I 
had. You learn from wrestling the 
best. But that night, I learned 
enough during our match to come 
out on top. 

“The most exciting moment of 
the whole night was having my arm 
raised by the referee and hearing 
the fans scream. It sent chills up 
and down my spine. I had never 
heard anything like it before. 
That’s when I decided that I had to 
do something for them.” 

By the time this magazine is on 
sale, a group of lucky fans will 
have been personal guests of 
Whatley’s in The Omni for a wres- 
tling show. “I wish I could do it 
for all my fans,’’ he said. ‘“‘They 
make the magic happen for me. 
That sound of applause, and whis- 
tles, and screaming brings out the 
best in me. There isn’t a thing 
that’s gonna stop me, as long as 
the crowd is on my side.”’ 

With the victory over Valentine, 
Whatley has to be considered a top 
challenger for Harley Race’s NWA 
World title. But he doesn’t seem 
that eager to step in the ring with 
the seven-time champion—yet. Is a 
bit of the old Pistol Pez coming 
back? ' 

“The old Pistol Pez is dead and 
buried, you can be sure of that,” 
he said. “‘But I’m not gonna jump 
into a title match until I’m abso- 
lutely sure. What happens if I get 
my shot at Race and I’m not ready 
for it? Number one, I blow a 
chance that I won’t get back for a 
while. Title shots don’t come every 
day. 

“‘Number two, like I said before, 
you learn a lot about a man from 
being in the ring with him. Race 
won’t learn anything about me un- 
til I’m ready for him to. Even 
though he’s the champion, I hold 
some of the cards when we meet.’ 

Pez Whatley is hoping that one 
of those cards will be an ace.

Slater’s career has been 
chameleon-like, though at least 
with that animal its color may be 
predicted by the hue of its 
surroundings.

One day, Dick Slater is a vicious rulebreaker. The next day, he 
is an intelligent, scientific wrestler.

Slater remains a mystery to all. 


an explanation. 

“Dick has this thing about 
inner vibes. He got into reading 
books on a vibration cult when 
he was on the Coast many years 
ago,’ said a friend of Slater’s. 
“There are times when he feels 
good about himself, good about 
his opponent, about his world, 
and he reacts accordingly by 
treating people with decency. 
Then there are times he feels 
vicious and so goes into the ring 
like that. Unfortunately, no one 
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except Slater knows which way 
he'll go.” 

Slater’s unpredictable 
behavior has created some 
memorable moments in 
wrestling, such as his venomous 
feuds with Paul Jones and Mr. 
Wrestling Il. Then, on the 
opposite end of the spectrum, 
there is his partnership with 
Dusty Rhodes and his recent 
combination with old rival Mr. 
Wrestling Il in Georgia. 

“When | told people | wanted 


to team with Slater, they were 
astonished,” said Rhodes. “One 
person close to me wondered 
how | could think of it, wondered 
what guarantees | had that 
Slater wouldn't suddenly turn on 
me. But | took him for his style 
and | gambled: Can't say we 
didn't make a great team.” 

“The first time we got together 
asa team | was reluctant to stick 
my hand out for a tag,’ Mr. 
Wrestling Il remembered. “| 
didn't know if Slater would tag it 
.., or bite it. We had a real feud 
going a while ago. Yet Slater was 
a complete gentleman and there 
was never a problem. Though | 
do realize that in another week 
he'd want to rip my face off. Go 
figure him out. | can’t. | don't 
know anyone who can.” 

An explanation would seem to 
be in order from the source 
himself. Welcome, Dick Slater. 

“The reason people are so 
bewildered is that | simply 
demonstrate the two halves of 
every person, and people won't 
admit that they can be both good 
and bad. So when | reveal the 
two components of Dick Slater, 
people are afraid because they'll 
be forced to confront their own 
personalities, thus they put me 
down and label me_ unpre- 
dictable so they won't have to 
face themselves. 

“You telling me no one has 
ever been downright nasty to 
another person? Or really good 
to someone else? Or turn around 
and for some reason berate 
another person. Of course they 
do. How many will admit that 
though? And since people are 
irrational at times, how can | 
predict how I'll be tomorrow. 
Can you? Can anyone?” 

Rocky Johnson must have 
wished he could have figured 
out what Slater would do on a 
recent evening in St. Louis. As 
the wrestlers approached each 
other after the opening bell, 
Slater inexplicably extended his

hand for a shake. Taken aback, 
Johnson offered his hand. Slater 
violently tore at the hand and 
flung Rocky across the ring and 
into the ropes. As the puzzled 
Johnson ricocheted back toward 
the middle of the ring, Slater 
pummeled Rocky’s face with 
vicious hand thrusts, drawing 
trickles of blood on Johnson’s 
cheek. 

“My vibes indicated that | 
was in a hateful mood,” Slater 
said calmly in his dressing room.

lf any wrestler could match Kamala for pure violence, Texas fans thought Bruiser Brody 
would be the man.

T WAS A savage exhibition of 
wrestling brutality. The titanic 
power of Bruiser Brody warred 


against the overpowering violence 
of Kamala the Ugandan giant. At 


times, the crowd watched with 
awed silence, as if they felt like 
mortals witnessing a battle between 
gods. 

For a good part of the match, 
the two gods appeared equal. Then 
Kamala gained an advantage and 
never surrendered it. No one is 
quite sure how it happened, but ev- 
eryone realizes why. There is some 
force within Kamala, a merciless 
cruelty that is fascinating in a horri- 
ble way, and that force drove Ka- 
mala to conquest. Brody, victimized 


by his sense of humanity, couldn't 
survive. 

It seems odd to talk about 
Brody's sense of humanity, consid- 
ering he’s long been considered one 
of the toughest men in wrestling. 
Often, he’s crossed the line between 
and tough and ruthless, and then 
crossed the line between ruthless 
and cruel. Yet, watching him 
against Kamala,, you realize he is 
not a truly cruel man. He may do 
cruel things, but he doesn’t set out 
to be inhumanly vicious. Kamala, in 
stark contrast, is intent on inflicting 
pain. 

The difference between the two 
men is the difference between vic- 
tory and conquest. A victor allows

MONTREAL FORUM!

ONJOUR IS MORE than just a greeting in 

Montreal. It is also an invitation. An invita- 
tion to one of the most exciting, vibrant cities 
in North America. 

Professional wrestling in “The Queen City” 
might be more exciting than the city itself. A 
number of top international stars appear regu- 
larly at the world-famous Montreal Forum, in- 
cluding Abdullah the Butcher, Rick Martel, 
The Samoans, Gino Brito, Billy Robinson, Tony 


Parisi, Pat Patterson and Pierre “Mad Dog” Le- 
febvre (the Canadian tag team champions), and 
Billy Robinson. Among the most popular wres- 
tlers in Montreal are the Rougeaus: father Jac- 
ques and his sons Raymond, Jacques Jr., and 
Armand. One might compare the Rougeaus to 
Texas’ Von Erich brothers. 

Recently, Senior Editor Bill Apter and Asso- 
ciate Editor Craig Peters traveled to Montreal 
to cover a superb wrestling card. Peters was 
particularly thrilled with the assignment. 
“When you first walk into the Forum, you are 
immediately struck with a feeling of the are- 
na’s history,” “he said. “When I looked up at 
the ceiling and saw how many Stanley Cup 
banners the Montreal Canadians won, it gave 
me a good feeling to know that I was covering 
sports in the same arena that houses the great- 
est franchise in the history of sport.” 

The Montreal Forum has a great wrestling 
history as well. Twice the National Wrestling 
Alliance has changed hands in the building. 
And on this night, Canadian International 
champion Dino Bravo was taking on the chal- 
lenge of the Masked Superstar, with six-time 
former NWA champion Lou Thesz acting as 
special referee. ‘Dino has really turned into a 
fine singles competitor,” Thesz said after the 
match. “I consider him one of the best in the 
world, and I’ve seen almost every top star 
around,” 

In the evening’s main event, Blackjack Mulli- 
gan challenged wrestling’s top attraction, the 
incredible Andre the Giant. Andre is obviously 
a natural for the French-speaking fans. His bout 
with Mulligan was described by Apter as “sur- 
prisingly hostile for two men who were 
thought to have settled their differences.” 

The capacity crowd at the Forum cheered 
wildly throughout the evening of nonstop ac- 
tion.

Rufus R. Jones Jones makes his appear- 
ance in the Mid-Atlantic ratings at the number two spot. 

Rick Rood is a young wrestler who has been setting the 
Georgia area aflame. His winning record over the past 
months has won him national attention and acclaim. It 
has also won him a spot in the Georgia ratings: number 
10. 

Jos LeDuc recently defeated Scott McGhee for the Flor- 
ida heavyweight title. As a result, he now occupies the 
number two spot in the Florida ratings, and the number 
six spot on the NWA list. 

Abdullah the Butcher is an individual who hardly de- 
serves to be called a ‘‘wrestler.’’ His trademark is blood, 


and whether it’s his own or his opponent’s, he seems to 
be fueled by the sight of dripping crimson. His disgusting 
mutilation of wrestler after wrestler certainly earns him a 
spot in the Most Hated category, a spot that would be 
higher than number 10 if it weren’t for the fact that 
Abdullah spends so much time out of the country. 


A five-man tag team 
match? |n our tag team 
ratings, we occasionally 
rank a six-man tag team 
such as The Von Erichs or 
The Freebirds (such 
rankings are noted by an 
asterisk next to the 
team’s name). This is for 
two reasons: 1) These 
teams compete in six- 
man matches as well as 
conventional Australian 
tag team competition, 
The Freebirds and 2)When they do 
compete in conventional matches, there is no steady 
combination of two men who always wrestle together. It 
could be any two of the three on any given night. 

Has anyone else noticed the combined weights, how- 
ever, of a recent championship combination of two men? 
Ken Patera and Crusher Blackwell—combined weight: 
730 pounds! All three Freebirds are only 61 pounds 
heavier, and all three Von Erich brothers only 22 pounds 
heavier! 

A five-man tag team match pitting Sheiks Patera and 
Blackwell against The Freebirds or the Von Erichs seems 
almost fair!

been slipping a long, long time. 
Each match, whether against me or 
some other guy, shows the decline 
and fall of Harley Race. 

“Now Race knows that out of all 
the NWA contenders, I’m the one 
who knows him best. I’m the one 
with the mental know-how and 
physical skills and experience to 
exploit his deterioration. 

“Some of these other guys, now 
they’re real good, and II’s never 
been one to knock anyone, mind 
you. But Race can finagle and 
cheat and somehow compensate 
for his diminishing skills with the 
kids because he has the experience 
over them. 
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“But with me, Race knows that 
any little trick he’s apt to pull, I’ve 
seen a thousand times in my ring 
years,” said II. “Against me he’s 
stripped naked, so to speak. All he 
can do against me is wrestle. I can 
overcome any of his little tricks. 
And he knows his skills are going, 
so that’s why he’s afraid to wrestle 
me. That’s why he said this was my 
last title shot.” 

Despite II’s reasoned analysis, 
Race maintains the reason for not 
granting II any more title shots lies 
in his own self-perceived notion of 
a “title shot.”

tling would be better off without it. 
I don’t want to sound gross or 
anything, but a man can live with- 
out an arm or a leg, but he can’t 
really live without a brain. I’ve seen 
Blackjack Mulligan apply the hold, 
and when he really has it cinched 
down tight, he’s cutting off the 
blood supply to the brain. It 
doesn’t seem very healthy to me.” 


James Carpenter, Houston: “I 
don’t think any holds should be 
banned. You can’t stop the 
progress of the technical aspects of 
wrestling, just like you can’t stop 
the wrestlers from getting bigger 


and stronger, which they’re doing 
every year. Wrestling is a tough 
sport, and the men that go into it 
know all the hazzards beforehand. 
Leave wrestling alone and the par- 
ticipants and the fans will be a lot 
happier.”

doubtedly a very effective hold, but 
is it safe? I don’t think so. Just the 
amount of controversy surrounding 
the figure-four tells an observer 
that it is dangerous. There have 
been too many injuries suffered be- 
cause of it. The pressure placed on 
the bones, and especially the knee 
joint, could debilitate the victim. I 
think wrestling could do without it. 
There are a lot of other holds to 
use.”’ 


Karen Harrington, Lexington, KY: 
“The sleeperhold seems like a very 
dangerous maneuver to me. If it 
cuts off the blood supply to the 
brain, brain cells are dying. It 
could have a serious effect on a 
wrestler. Bill Dundee uses the sleep- 
erhold, and he wins a lot of 
matches with it, but if it’s danger- 
ous, it should be banned. Why do 
there have to be submission holds 
in wrestling anyway. I think it puts 
an unnecessary element of danger 
into the sport. If a man is a true 
champion, he can pin any man’s 
shoulders to the mat.” 0
